Gordon Johnstoa. aldo d o tomp to 
MaJ. Oen. Leonard Wood, command- 
ing the Department of the tCaxt. made 
the announcement on lielialt of a 
group of army and iiiivy im ii » Ihi in 
an unofncial capacity are acting with 
dvillana in paoaMttoc the movement. 
Capt. Johnston aaM tkat It la plaaned 
to eatabllah wlthla a akort time a 
flrst reserve of betwooB >&•.••• and 
.^tio.ooo former army aad aavy mll- 
itismen for toataat aall to aaaa al em- 
ergency. 

Ma). Ooa. Wood kaa already gtvcB 
tbe plan bla aaoMol toderaaanent. 
and former PraaMeat Rooaevalt has 

written a letl< r approving the pro- 
posal. Numerous other public men 
huve indorsed the project, and a 
statoment by tbe promoters says that 
fotaor ■aarata ri aa of War and of the 
Navy havo todtaotad tkair viUtogneea 
to aot to «a advlaary w » B rttf . Aa- 
aertlng that be and hia toar ooaa will 
become members of the legtoa. Col. 
Roosevelt in a letter to the organisers 
says that in the event of war he In- 
tends to ask Congress for permission 
to ntlae a division of cavalry. 

Mr. RooooMtt'a letter to part fol- 
lows: 

"I and my four aoba will gladly 
become members. I very earnestly 
hope and pray that there will be no 
war; but the surest way tb avoid war 
la to be prepared for It ; and the only 
way to avoid diaaater and disgrace 
la war la by prap a t at tea. hotk miU- 
tary aad aaval. to BtVBBii. ' 

"In the event ot war I akouM ask 
permission of Congreea to raise a di- 
vision of cavalry that is, nine regi- 
ments, such as the regiment I com- 
manded In Cuba; and unquestionably 
tbe raaka ot theaa rodmoaU would 
larpaly ho iUod trooi tko aaa ot the 
latloa add weaM to tkoir aatiroky be 
tiled by mea aaA aa tkoao to tbe 
legion : for In the event of war there 
win be no time to train tbe men flrst 
called upon in such duties as shoot- 
ing, riding and uklng care of them- 
selvee la the open.

We welcome Mr. Perkins to the 
ranks ol' those who can look ahead 
ind see the dangers that will con- 
front Indnatrial America at the con- 
olaaloa of hoatUltlaa abroad. Thia ia 
tba poaltloa that tho praaa haa takoa 
constantly and consistently. To oar 
minds there Is no tiuestlon as to the 
facts in the case. The one thing that 
is to-day saving the life of many an 
Industry in the United States is the 
European war. Bocauao of that coa- 
niot wo astf hatrlag a aataral Prt>> 
lectloa froaa tho flood o( tofoisa im- 
ports that woald othorwlao poar into 
'.he country. 

The nations that are today waging 
war across the ocean are the big 
manufacturing countries of Europe. 
It is impossible for a people to carry 
OB war aad foroiga trado at tbo aame 
timo, thoroforo. for tha g u tg a t. the 
American mrakat haa eaaaad to be 
the prise for which these eoantries 
tre contending. They are crippled 
Industrially, and we are reaping the 
direct advantage of this condition. 
The Amerloan manufacturer is to-day 
rooalTlBC Pi otaatlaa that a Democrat- 
la adaaialatratloa rotaaad to give. 
That ia tho raaaoa why Amorican 
Industry ia not now oa Ita baak. 

The conditions of the proaont will 
end at the close of the war. Then 
will return the Tariff handicap that 
existed before the war began. What 
thia waa la a auttor that ia oaly too 
«aU kaawa ta tba Awarlaaa itaduc- 
er. It aioaat aa laeragaad tapor- 
ution Into tho United Stataa of for- 
eign Roods lo the value of one mil- 
lion dollars each workiiiK day of the 
iiKinlli The Democratic cry was that 
the new law .would increase Ameri- 
can exporta to other countrica. The 
oBo export that It did Inoreaaa was 
that of gold. It trOblod gold ex- 
ports during the past year, in com- 
parison with the year that went be- 
fore. Tills was the ^old that was 
taken away to pay for the balance 
of trade aginst this couBtry under 
the Democratio Tariff. 

Tba mora tUt-ftaMal'Vatlff la oon- 
sidorod aad oaporiaMOi tha aMro de- 
siro \horo ta oa tho part of tho na- 
tion to return to the days when a 
Republican Protective Tariff was the 
law of (lie land. There was no talk 
of increased luxation in those days. 
Hut now we have a law imposing 
a huadrad mllUoa allagod "war" 
tax. aad aa laaaaia "taa fraaa which 
anothor baadrod ■III^mm waa oxpect- 
ed, and thoro Is throataaad a bond 
issue to meet current expenses.
